At Cincinnati,

Cincpayatt, Onto, October 18.—The City of Cin- 
elnnati and, for that matter, the whole State of 
Ohio. is astir this morning with preparations for to- 
morrow's election, Old inhabitants say there never 
has been the like of the present interest in any elec- 
tion in Ohio since the memorable campaign of 1840. 
All during the canvass speakers of both parties 
who have traversed the State have testifiea, to the 
same effect. Here in Cincinnati the Chamber of 
Commerce voted, without a dissenting voice, to ad- 
journ for the election. One iron mill has elosed 
down until after Tuesday and it is reported that 
many large factories will close to-night to remain 
closed until Wednesday morning. News from 
other manufacturing centers in the State indicate a 
disposition to follow a like course. For a fortnight 
both — in Cincinnati have been shouting 
fraud, and prociaiming rumors of the importation 
of repeaters. Just now the absorbing topic is the 
action of the federal authorities here, in organizing 
an army of deputy United States marshals to place 
at the polls to-morrow. Supervisors of elections 
have already been appointed by the United States 
court. The United States Marshal has new commis 
sions in the hands of a force estimated at 
NINE HUNDRED MEN. 

The names have not been given to the public, but it 
is known the force is enormously large. It is known 
further that some of these deputies have heretofore 
voted the Democratic ticket.

BURNING MINES. 
The Ineendiasion in. thd Hocking 
Valley District. 


A Visit to the Scene of Conflagration—Im- 
ported Blacklegs, Pinkerton's Guards 
and Winchester Rifles—Getting the Fires 
Under Contro]—Great Losses.

New Srnarrswu Lx. Ono, October 13.—In the burn- 
ing of a half dozen of the principal mines in the 
Hocking Valley a stupendous crime was committed 
on Saturday night, but it will require more evidence 
than is yet obtained to determine where the respon- 
sibility rest I came here from Columbus by the 
first train that came in since the fires started and aft- 
er an industrious investigation am entirely at a loss to 
know why it was done, and to whom to ascribe the 
blame, Straitsville, it will be remembered, is the 
largest town in Perry County and is the location 


of several mines and furnaces belonging 
to the great syndicate on the operation of which the 
entire community has been. dependent. The fur- 
naces and the five big mines of the syndicate have 
been idle since the beginning of the strike, and the 
compauy, charging that the Sheriff did not afford 
the protection to which they were entitled, with. 
drew all of their guards and notified the authorities 
that they would hoid the county respousible for any 
injuries that might be inflicted on their property. 
Early S morning people living in the vicin- 


ity of syndicate mines discovered that 

FOUR OF THEM WERE BURNING 
far under the ground, These mines, 
it should be explained. lie far back 


from the railroad among the lofty hills. and consist 
of horizontal tunnels or drifts right into the side of 


the hill, inst perpen shafts as in more 
ievel coal regions, At a point 
w upon the N. top a shaft 
is drilled down through the hill so as to strike the 


horizontal tunnel and constitute a chimney, which 
creates a strong draft and keeps a strong cur- 
rent of air roaring steadily in the mouth of the mine. 


The coal is carried out on small cars drawn by 
mules along rude _ rail ks to 
the hopper or dumping place at the side of 


the railroad track, which is in some cases nearly a 
mile away from the mouth, 

THE INCENDIARIES ON SATURDAY NIGHT 
entered these mines, which have been unguarded 
and built at great pains strong fires in the 
tunnels close against the walls, which are 
all of coal and near the foot of the air shafts or 
chimneys fanned by the air current from the 
mouth, which was of course augmented by the 


heat. These fires soon grew to nse 
proportions and converted the tunnel 
into immense fur The stock 


naces. 
of fuel being inexhaustible, the fire grew in fury 
with every hour. As soon as the discovery was 
made the company's aguas telegraphed for help. 
Straitsville has no fire department, and the striking 
miners were regarded as so unfriendly that their 
assistance was not asked for.

A MAGNIFICENT SIGHT 

was presented, where for hundreds of yards into 
the bowels of the earth seething fire 
and white-hot stalactites of burnin coal 
made picturesque and awful the view. The men 
had their work of shutting off the drift nearly com- 
pleted when through the woods came a troop of im- 


ported black-legs, guarded by the Pinkerton blue 
coats, At once the men at 
work demured and declared they 


would not work under the influence of blue coats, 
aliens and Winchester rifles, and when I left they 
had not changed their mind. It will take probably 


several weeks to get the fires put 
out and the mines cooled down, and the 
loss is very large, as some of the 


drifts underlie several hundred acres. Meanwhile 
news came from Carbon Hill. Sand Run and Shaw- 
nee, distant from five to fifteen miles, that the idle 
mines had been fired there at the same time, and 
from Nelsonville that the upper works of 
the Shoemaker mine had n burned.

If any 
trouble occurs in the valley to-morrow it will be at 
Murray Hill, where the imported negroes have ex- 
pressed a determination to vote.

ALL ET ES ON OHIO, 


By reference to the figures in another column, - 


showing the vote of Ohio at the October and 
November elections in Presidential years, from 
1856 to 1880, inclusive, the reader will perceive 
that the Republican majority in the last seven 
Presidential elections has averaged 25,696, and 
that in the preceding October elections of the 
same years it has averaged 20,481. Naturally, 
the party that carries the State in October has 
the advantage in bringing out its full vote at 
the Presidential election a few weeks later, 
while the other side votes without hope. These 
figures, however, show that the November vote 
of the Ohio Democrats was slightly less than 
their October vote in 1860, 1868, 1872 and 1880 
only. In 1856 they polled 16,686 votes more in 
November than in October. They polled 23,- 
069 more votes in November than in October. 
1864. In ember, 1876, they gained 12,084 over 
their O r vote. It is, therefore, reasonable 
to suppose that no Republican majority of less 
than 15,000 in October will make Ohio entirely 
safe for BLA in November.
